How Photography I?HS Come to the Aid 


uf the Ciithiiil:i»tlc Astronomer. 


Tho Boston Scientific society has held 


a meeting of unusual interest, at which 
S. O. Chainller, tho eminent astronomer, 
gave tlie i-.»t public preBentation of the 
remarkable work now being done by 
Max \V\ilf ut Heidelberg. 


He siniJ: "The position of asteroids in 


tistroao:i.ical science ia a peculiar, and 
1 might s,\y practically a useless one, so 
far as tangible results from their dis- 
covery r.ro conc-eiTied, The discovery of 
a nc%v cuttiot ia a matter of great impor- 
tance, anil the increase in their number 
foulrib'iii's much to the knowledge of 
tlje so'un1. but with asteroids, they 
must be tui-Tl in largo numbers before 
tlioy becouK1 of eHpet-i:;! significance, 
and in Unit event it baa always been a 
dobatt'd que'-tion whether tho immense 
aii>onut of labor required in keeping 
track of thjni and performing the neces- 
sary cuuipntutioa is really worth the 
while when the actual results obtained. 
are so sin.xll. 


"Tl|f5,- uro known to exist by the thou- 


sands and tens of thousands down to 
the s/ize of an ordinary rock, and to col- 
late and preserve tho knowledge ob- 
tained of them ns fast as discovered has 
teen a difficulty well nigh insurmounta- 
ble. 


"But 
the development of photography 


in connection with telescopy has seenjed 
to open up an opportunity for accom- 
plishing Munething in this line. If cer- 
tain whole strips of the heavens could 
be traded i.:id a record kept of the ob- 
servo.Uo:!'*, a long t'ep would be taken 
in sclvi:v; this problem. Apropos of 
this m ittcr, j ov.ng IJas Vyolf, of Beidel- 
berg, has beon making some very unique 
discoveries. 


"He lists ft small telescope of 6-inch 


aperture, and has devised/ ft plee* or 
mechanism by which he can not only 
follow the heavens for a number of 
hours together, but can put away the 
plate, take it the next night and con- 
tinue the record consecutively from the 
point where he left off. This continual 
exposure of the same glass night after 
night has hitherto been regarded^ as irn- 
possible, and Wolf was scoffed at when 
he attempted it, but he has succeeded 
nevertheless. 
By this process he baa 


been enabled to discover asteroids by 
observing their motions. 


'•Moreover, he does not use cjodswtffkj, 


His plates are exposed, and he keeps his 
instrument fixed for hours together on a 
given point by means of a subsidiary 
-telescope. In this way he has discov- 
ered seven new asteroids and, found be- 
tween thirty and forty old ones, and 
thinks also that be has discovered a new 
comet, though that has not been fully 
demonstrated as ye^ 


"He has also discovered the tracks of 


meteors and has found a succession of 
variations of their light by means of 
duplicate impressions with different tel- 
et-copos, recording five or six distinct 
oscillations in brightness. His duplicate 
impressions agree perfectly. 
Wolf is 


now trying to find the companion of Al- 
gol."—Boston Advertiser. 


Mourning Colorg.

The cardinals of the Roman church have 
adopted scarlet as their color, which 
was originally red. In ancient Borne 
the occupation and rank of many people 
were made known by the colors of tbe 
garments which they wore.

White was originally the mourning 


color in some European countries, but 
black is generally accepted now. Dif- 
ferent polors have frequently been 
adopted by opposing parties, and the 
colors of various nations are incorporated 
in tlteir flags, for instance the "red, 
white and blue" of the United, States.—

A WAIL VKOM WAtI- 8THKKT. 


A wail is going up from Wall Street re 


garding the oondition ot the National 
Treasury. The Naw York Post expresses 
alarm because there is only a Treasury 
bulanco of $14.000.000 in exoess of the 
f 100,000,000 gold In reserve for the redemp- 
tion of outstanding Treasury notes. 
It 


directs attention to the faet that the balance 
iras $30,000,000 in January, f 19.000,000 
iu May and $14,000,000 June 1st. 


Wiill Street has been conducting tbe af 


fairs of the Treasury tot years. Its in 
floence has permeated every departmeu 
of the Government. It directs the financial 
affairs of tbe nation, whether the Adminis- 
tration is Democratic 
or 
Rspublloan. 


Cleveland was its agent fully as mnch BB 
Harrison, and Blaioe bid for a position in 
its service when he wrote that letter to 
MoKinley. They have but themselves to 
bluine if the gold in tbe Treasury is re- 
duced to $14,000,000. That was what they 
predicted would result from free coinage, 
yet it is taking place with tbe mints closed 
against silver, and it now looks as it free 
coinage in the only thing that can prevent 
the drain of gold from the Treasury. 


1 he Sherman Commodity Act is doing 


what its framer, Honest John, designed it 
for. 
Only a Wail Street syndicate can dis- 


pose of silver bullion to the Government. 
The producer, owing to secret arrangements 
between the Treasury agents and the 
syndicate, is denied the privelegeof selling 
bullion to the Government. 
The bullion 


is paid for in special Treasury notes, which 
tbe syndicate does not pnt in circulation. 
No person in Nevada or tbe West ever sees 
any of those note*, unless possibly bankers. 
They are presented at tbe Treasury and re- 
deemed in gold. This accounts in a great 
measure for the steady decline in the gold 
surplus of which the Wall Street paper 
complains. Senator Stewart predicted a few 
weeks ago in a speech in the Senate that 
the Commodity Act would take all the gold 
out of tbe Treasury except, perhaps, tbe 
$100,000,000 reserved for the* redemption 
of the greenbacks. It is greatly to be 
hoped that his prediction will be verified 
and that the oondition of affairs which 
Wall Street assert* will result from free 
coinage will be brought about by Wall 
Street methods. 
Nearly every standard 


dollar in the Treasury is represented in the 
circulating medium of the country by sil- 
ver notes, which are redeemable in silver 
dollars. The Treasury Department, there- 
fore, has for aq excuse in not le .eeming 
the Treasury notes issued in payment for 
silver bullion iu standard 'lollara that there 
are no standard dollar* available for tbe 
pnrpote. If tbe gold was exhausted there 
would be some satisfaction iu having tbe 
coinage of silver dollars, which is now 
about suspended, resumed for the purpose 
of redeeming the special Treasury notes 
paid out tor silver bullion, and compelling 
the syndicate, which sells such bullion to 
to the Government, to put the notes which 
it receives in circulation or accept stand- 
ard dollars fur them when presented for 
redemption.

islature and iu Coos county tbe people 
made a clean sweep electing every officer 
except the Assessor, whose name did not 
appear on the ticket.

mann resides in Coos county, which two 
years ngo gave him 500 majority.

Monday, Rork, tho People's party oundi- 
d'lt-s circled tho oonnty by a small major- 
ity over Uermnno. 


This change iu Oregon, ia many sections 


of which tbe People's party bad no organ- 
ization, indicates what the people can and 
will do when aroused. 
Iu two or three 


oon'iitieB there has been a complete revolu- 
tion equal in fact to what baa taken place 
throughout Kansas and Nebraska. 
That a 


majority of the people are disgusted with 
boss rule, which is but another name for 
misrule, and needs only organization to 
free themselves from (he thraldom of tbe 
politicians, there id no doubt whatever.

FOREIGN RELATIONS. 


The platform favors the extension of foreign 


commerce; restoration of mercantile marine, 
by home built ships, and the creation of a navy 
for the protection of our national interests and 
honor to our flag; the maintenance of frier.Jly 
relations with all foreign powers and entangling 
alliances with none; approval of the Monroe 
Doctrine is reaffirmed; the enactment of more 
stringent laws for the restriction of criminal 
pauper and contract immigrants is favored. 


Legislation is recommended irrespective of 


States, that will protect employes engaged in 
State commerce, mining and manufacturing; 
also legislation by Congress for the safety of 
those employed in inter-State commerce. 


SYMPATHY FOR THE PERSECUTED. 


The cause of Home Rule in Ireland is en- 


dorsed, and a protest is -nade against the per- 
secution ol the Jews in Russia, while insisting 
on the fullest measure of religious liberty, and 
are opposed to any uaion of church and State. 


Opposition to combinations of capital to 


arbitrarily control the conditions of trade, is 
reaffirmed, and such further legislation as may 
be necessary to prevent this is asked. 


The policy of a free postal delivery in villages, 


towns and rural communities is approved and 
the reduction of letter postage to one cent, at 
the earliest possible moment, is pledged. 


Civil service reform is recommended. 


THE NICARAGUA CANAL 


Should be constructed as a measure of National 
defense, and to build up and maintain Ameri- 
can commerce, and should be constructed by 
the United States Government. 


The admission of the remaining Territories 


to the Union is favored; also the appointment 
of Federal officers who are bona fide residents 
of the Territories which they govern. 


ARID LANDS. 


The platform favors the cession of arid pub- 


lic lands to the States and Territories in which 
they lie.
